“MONEY DICTATOR. 


- 952,000,000 DEFICIT IN ° 
GERMANY NEXT YEAR, 


’ Berlin, Oct. 26. 

The Hansa Pund, an important 
association of German financiers 
and business men, is demanding the 
appointment of a financial dicta- 
tor for Germany. It has come to 
the conclusion that next year the 
Government will have to face a de-

The remedy proposed is as dras- 
tic as the criticism: legislation to 
limit the expenditure of the Reich, 
of the German States, and of local 
authorities, nnd the appointment of 
wt financial commissioner with the 
right to veto proposals of the Gov- 
ernment and the Reichstag and the 
right to act on his own initiative— 
in other words, a dictator. 

It is unlikely that the statement 
on the financial position made by 
Dr. Koehler, Minister of Finance, to 
the Budget Committee of the Reich- 
stag this afternoon will induce the 
hard-hearted business men of. the 
Bund to éhange their opinion. He 
made x. good point when he gave 
the figures of expenditure on socia: 
measures and unemployment relief; 
87 million pounds in 1924, 21 mil- 
lions in 1925, and 34.5 millions in 


-]1926,. But he refrained from refer- 


ring to the steady rise of expendi- 
ture on the army and navy: 22.9 
million pounds in 1924, 29,3 milions 
in 1926, 38.7 millions in 1926, and 
35.1 millions in 1927, to say nothing 
of sums for military purposes 
which are not paid by the Ministry 
of Defence, but by other Ministries. 
‘Of the prevailing extravagance of 
German States and municipalities 
the Minister said nothing, although 
‘there are plenty of instances 
expenditure of vast sums by the 
hand, For instance, in Berlin the 
Prussian Government ‘on the im- 
provement of the Opera House and 
the heavy cost to the municipality 
or running a rival opera. house, 
Of the cost to the country of new 
sehools, which «will be required 
when the School Bill now before 
the Reichatag is passed, he was un- 
able to give any sort of eatimate.

BUSINESS ROMANCE. 


83 YEARS IN THE SAM 
STREET. ° 


Behind the brief statement pub-; 
shed in a recent issue of eC 
“Weekly” that D. J. Keymer and 
Co., Ltd., had moved their offices 
from Nos. 36/38 to 1/2/3, White-, 
friars Street, Mes‘‘an - interesting 
romance of business, Keymers are 
well known ‘ag Overseas and .Gen- 
Agents and. claim 
to be the oldest advertising houge in 
London to-day connected with over- 
seas business. : 

The original firm carried on busi- 
ness as East Indian Merchants and, 
in conjunction with the British 
Library, Dalhousie Square, Cal- 
cutta, was. founded in the early 
days of last century. In 1844 the 
business was removed from Tudor 
Street to a building known, as 
1/2/3, Whitefriars Street, which| 
had just been erected. This build.’ 
ing was situated next door to the’ 
advertising offices of the “Daily 
News” and “Star.” 

The Inte Mr..D. J. Keymer joined | 
the business in 1844. At that time 
it frequently took twelve months for 
a reply to a letter to India to be re- 
ceived back in London, the mails 
going by sailing ships round the 
Cape. 

The business from the beginning 
had a ‘good ‘deal to 
papers and books, 
ns 1870 Keymers were 
London agents for several Indian 
and Colonial newspapers and 
handled all their husiness interests 
in this country. 

In 1889 Sir Daniel Keymer, the 
present chairman of the company, 
made a voyage round the world for 
the purpose of studying trade con- 
ditions, and for many years'an an: 
‘nual report of trade statistics and 
conditions was issued by the firm. * 

Consequent on increasing busi- 
ness, both on the shipping and the 
advertising sides, and the develop- 
|ment of home advertising, it was 
decided in 1906 to carry: on. the 
shipping business under the name 
of, Keymer, Son ‘and Co, the ad- 
vertising business remaining under 
the old name. ~ 

In 1918, owing to further space 
being required, . the: advertising 
was moved; to 36/38, 
Whitefriars Street. I 
conducted at the same office for 74 
years, un exceptionally long span, 
even for times when business was 
conducted at a slower rate than at 
present and offices, were less fre- 
quently changed. |: ; ; 

“In 1920 the advartising-business 
avas made into a limited company 
under the Managing ‘Directorship 
of Mr. Lionel D. Falk, Sir Daniel 
Keymer being the: Chairman, Mr. 
Falk has seen 36 years’ service 
with the firm, having worked up 
from the position of junior. He 
also has travelled widely, atudying 
problems connected with oversens 
advertising conditions. A Jarge 
number of the employees have been 
with the firm for considerable 
‘periods, many for more, than 20 
years, Mr. George Church, one of 
the Directors, has been - associated 
with, Keymers since 1902. 

In 1925 it was decided that the 
old building at 1/2/3, Whitefriars 
Street should be demolished and a 
new building erected in its., place. 
Keymer, Son and Company moved 
to Imperial House, Kingsway; and, 
on the completion of the new build- 
ing in 1927,:D. J. Keymer and Co., 
Ltd., moved back to it. :

GERBAULT’S FOUR YEAR 
“VOYAGE, | 
1 — . 
Mr. Alain Gerbault, who 
‘|tecently arrived at Reunion 
Island, has sailed his tiny ten-ton 
cutter “Firecrest” across three 
oceans, The remarkable nature 
of, his voyage will be understood 
if the last stage of it alone, the 
5,600 miles crossing of the Indian 
Ocean -from Thursday Island to 
Reunion, is compared with the 
course followed by the survivors 
of the “Trevessa” in 1928, who 
reached Mauritius, not far from 
Reunion, on the point of death 
Jafter 26 days in an open boat. M. 
Gerbault’s course is three times 
the length of that followed by 
the “Trevessa's” boats, | 
_M. Gerbault will be remem- 
bered by those who watched the 
Wimbledon © Championships in 
1922 xs a lawn tennis player of 
gieat promise. In 1923: he sud- 
denly set sail from’ Nice in the 
“Firecrest”—and—reached Long 
Island after 142 days. His book 
“The Fight ‘of the Firecrest” 
contains the story of his adven- 
tures, 
his fragile craft every time the 


times he sat all night: working 
with palm and needle. Once after 
ten hours’ spent in stitching. the 
foresail it blew to shreds twenty 
minutes after it had been set. 
His bobstay parted, and while on 
the bowsprit repairing it he was 
‘dipped clean under several times, 
but “What did I care; the ocean 
was not cold.” He celebrated the 
Festival of the Republic in mid- 
‘Atlantic with flags, Twice he fell 
sick and for some hours he was 
unconscious.» But eventually -he 
made Long Island, and, after a 
trip to France, resumed his voy- 
age ‘round the world late in 1924.

ADVENTUROUS WAR SERVICE 
‘RECALLED. - 

The recent arfival of the “Dis- 

covery” nt Falmouth, after an ab- 

sence of two years in Far-Southern 


sens, is a reminder of the adventur-| 


ous war service of. her captain. 
Captain Stenhouse was with an- 
other well-known shipmate and 
Arctic explorer (Commander Wor- 
sley, in North ‘Russia, ‘There the 
former commanded the tiny Naval 
flotilla at Medveja Gora, on the 
north shore of Lake Onega, a flotilla 
that was brought down in sections 
from Murmansk by train, and put 
together: on the shore of the lake. 
This Httle mosquito flotilla, sup- 
ported by hydroplanes, attacked 
large Bolshevik.steamers, and sank 
them.: The elements of courage in 
their, leader and crew effectively 
seared the Bolshevists, who: were 
afraid to leave the harbour of 
Petra-Zavodsk on account of the 
presence of Stenhouse and his boats 
on the lake. 

Captain Stenhouse - was married 
only shortly before leaving on the 
long expedition of the “Discovery.” 
The expedition has becn ‘engaged 
on scientific work mainly connected 
with whaling. ‘Their object was to 


Something gave way ini study the habits of whales, so as to 


prevent them from being ‘exter- 
minated in the South in the same 
way as they have been’ in the 
North. , . i 
The expedition obtained from the 
St. Georgia whaling ground — suffi- 
cient material to enable the scien- 
tists to compare one year with an- 
other. There is now a standard of 
comprrison ws to the conditions gov- 
erning whaling in general. A land 
station was established at Cryth- 
viken St, Georgia, where members of 
the party remained to compile 
statistics. ‘ 


The “William Scoresby," another 


old Antaretie whaler, took ‘part in 
the same work, and both 
w lreturn at the end of the year.

Democracy .is 
founded on the assumption that 
the people will choose men wisely 
to conduct their affairs, also on 
the assumption: that the people 
have a capacity for self-govern- 
ment, and whilst much has yet to 
be done in the way of education 
before full attainment of the com- 
plete ideal can be realised, it can- 
not be denied that democracy has 
been a contributing factor in the 
general distribution of welfare. 


, The hope that Democracy would 
be able to solve all the problems 
of Government was bound to re- 
sult in disappointment. | It is one 
thing for Government to avoid 
being unfair, intolerant’ and op- 
pressive; to do’ nothing that 
creates, grievances; it is quite an. 
other for it to be able to remove 
all grievances that ‘are not of its 
own making. No amount of 
statesmanship in the Govern.

Bombay, Nov. 15. 
According. to the reports coming 


gation Company’s 290-ton coastal 
passenger steamer, “Pukaram,” 
‘which left Bombay on Saturday 
morning, encountered heavy seas 
and while returning to port found- 
ered suddenly, due to a strong 
cyclone which she ran into 60 miles 
off Bombay, in 42 feet of. water. 

She was carrying 82 passengers 
and the erew comprised 64. 

A-search steamer, which .was 
sent out, returned early this morn- 
ing. She brought back only 18 
passengers and members of the 
crew, and reported that dead 
bodies were washed up on the const 
and the ship was found sunk in 42 
fect of water, seven miles off the 
port of Hareshwar, on the coast.

‘A fire, caused by the work of an 
unidentified incendiary, early this 
_|morning destroyed two Chinese 

sugar refineries, 15 rooming houses 
and threatened the premsies of the 
Romani Hotel in Phra Rama IV, 
Road. : . 

No one was hurt in. the blaze 
which consumed buildings and pro- 
perty approximately valued - at 
Ticats 50,000. : 

The blaze began in an Insignifi- 
cant manner, having its origin in 
the room of a Chinese broker, 
whose mysterious disappearance 
during the conflagration is looked 
upon with suspicion, : 

Shortly after 12.15, the flames 
spread readily, the wooden houses 
and ramshackle buildings offering 
no resistance. In' no time ‘the 
vicinity became a seething mass of 
heat and smoke, which could be seen 
from all parts of. the city. 

Police and municipal fire engines 
soon ‘responded to numerous calls, 
but the spread of the blaze prevent- 
ed quick relief’ work being effected. 

The -entire engineering equip- 
ment of the You Seng. sugar re- 
finery was a total wreck, being little 
more than a mass of. molten. metal 
this morning. The place is\insured

On the upper floor of the struc- 
ture was an open. air office for 
business transactions. Plants and 
flowers imparted to the scene an 
univ of refreshing coolness. - 

- Ford products have establish- 
ed theniselves ‘in Spain by their 
fine performance.

However, in every 
instance considerable alteration 
of the spring suspension and axle 
construction has been necessary. 


The change in appearance is so | 


pronounced that even cars pro- 
duced within the past week will 
find themselves classed as “an- 
cient”? models. . ae 

In addition, the dealer is going 
to find himself confronted, with 
further used-car problems, 

This situation at the present 
time is probably more serious 
than it has ever been in the his- 
tory of the industry. The dealer 
will not know the real ‘used-car 
menace that he is facing until 
after the new models are offered 
to the public. ‘ beta 

Then he will find that the heavy 
stocks of used cars he ‘had on 
hand are so obsolete that sales of 
them will. be both difficult and 
costly. Added to this owners of 
resent models will load. him still 
heavier when they find their cars 
out of date. .The dealer will be 
forced to take these cars'if he is 
going to. make’ new car sales, 

And so he is going to find his 
problems many. 


The introduction of new models |. 


is unquestionably good ‘business, 
and the rending of past produc- 
tion obsolete is undoubtedly pro- 
gressive merchandising. 

The automobile .buying public 
wants the latest developments in 
the industry, but why -should not 
the manufacturer take the dealer 
into his confidence and tell him of 
his projected plans far enough in 
advance so that he-is not left in 
the dark . until-almost the last 
minute only to find himself. hold- 
ing the bag. ; + 

Manufacturers have in the past 
made statements in which they 
indicated that their future policies 
would be formulated with the idea 
in mind of protecting and working 
with the dealer. ; 

But, time and events have 
proven conclusively that the 
dealer Has not’ been-tnken into 
the. manufacturer’s complete con- 
fidence. 

When will this industry learn 
that the manufacturer and dealer 
are in a business partnership and 
the success of one- is dependent 
upon the success of the other? 
“We repeat that new models 
are hecessary to the progress of 
the induatry. But, in all fairness 
and justice, the dealer should 
have sufficient notice in advance 
of an impending ‘radical change 
that. will render his stocks on 
hand ‘obsolete, so. that he may 
plan his business activities wisely 
and profitably. e

In our own time a host of clini- 
cians have noted the beneficent 
effect of sharp illnesses upon 
chronic affections, not only of the 
nervous system, ‘but of joints, 
muscles, and other organs; ‘and 
hence have sprung many attempts 
to promote artificial fever for the 
healing of disease. 
. Almost any protein, it is found, 
causes a feverish reaction if inject- 
ed ‘under the skin, and substances 
auch as milk and peptone: are used 
with this object. An: allied effect 
is produced, by injection of dead or- 


> |living bacteria in an emulsion, and 


vaccines made from many kinds of 
organism have been employed in the 
treatment of unrelated diseases, be- 
‘cause they jerk the anti-microbic 
forces of the body into sudden and 
critical activity. Thus, the inocula- 
tion of typhoid vaccine—apparently 
by forcing the © iasue-—-may some- 
times succeed in stopping. rheumat- 
ism that would otherwise be slowly 
progressive. - 
First ‘Use of Malarin. 

A few nervous and mental  dis- 
orders, notably general paralysis of 
the insane, are known to be due to 
infection of the brain by bacterial 
organisms, and many years ago Pro- 
fessor J. Wagner-Jauregg, of 
Vienna, began to. study the effect of 
proteins and vaccines on their 
course.- Finally, he decided to try 
malaria as so means of causing 
sharp bouts of fever, and the result 
of his experimenty has been to 
establish malarial Infection aa a 
principal’ mode of treatment. 

Though general paralysis of the 
insane remains often incurable, the 
outlook—once almost hopeless—has 
been brightened by his discovery, 
and malaria is being widely used in 
this country. The infection may be 
transmitted by injecting a little of 
the blood of an infected person 
under the skin, but in some ways it 
is more convenient to employ mos- 
quitoes to carry ‘the ‘ malarial 
parasites from patient to patient os 
they do under’ natural conditions.. 
With the assistance of the Ministry 
of Health a small institution has, 
therefore, been set. up near Epsom, 
where a supply of infected insects 
is kept for distribution to hospitals 
and practitioners throughout the, 
country, | 

Supply of Infected Mosquitoes, 

_ The institute is a converted villa, 
with accommodation for twenty 
patients, and is fitted ~ with 
mosquito-proof doors and window- 
frames. The insects (female Ano- 
pheles maculipennis) are not bred 
from larvae, but are caught ‘in the 
adult stage in stables’ and other 
buildings. in. a country district 
where malaria does not’ occur. They 
are collected in test-tubes and: kept 
tin a cage until they are ready to 
feed on the malarial (i.e., the in- 
fecting) patient. In sets of twenty, 
they are then transferred to, small 
glass jars covered with gauze, and 
when the mouth of the jar is applied 
to the patient’s skin, they bite him 
through the gauze and ‘absorb 
malarial parasites from the blood. 


Dally exposures of this Kind for 
about a week are almost suro, to 


‘infect the mosquitoes, and after a 


fortnight or go the. parasites can ‘be 
found in the salivary glands and 
the insects are ready for duty.’ In 
order to give maiarin to.a patient, 
several of them are again placed in 
a jar and are ailowed to. bite 
through the gauze... 


Results, of Treatment, 


‘The malaria thus employed ‘is of 
the variety called “benign tertian,” 
and typically produces short attacks 
of high fever every second day. The 
paticnts under care must, of course, 
be protected from contact with wild 
mosquitoes which might enter the 
hospital, acquire Infection, - and 
spread the disease in the neighbour- 

hood. For this and other reasons 
the treatment, requires 
supervision. . 

It is usual to allow from six to 
ten attacks of fever, after which 
the malaria is cured with quinine. 
The. beneficial results, if any, may 
not be apparent for a considerable 
time, but a certain number of 
patients reapond rapidly, and a re- 
markably large proportion are 
mentally improved and can be cared 
for more easily. Over 1,700 cases 
of general paralysis of the, insane 


have now received: malarial treat, 


ment in this country, and a sys- 
tematic investigation of the results 
is being undertaken. The method 
is nlso used for locomotor ataxia, 
which is an allied disease, and re- 
search is in progress on its effects 
in the disordered mental states that 
follow encephalitis lethargica 
(sleepy sickness). 


Disease Versus Disease. 


The mechanism of the cure is as 
yet uncertain, but the parallel re- 
sults obtained by injecting proteins 
and dend vaccines suggest that 
probably the malarial parasite ‘nets 
rather by causing shock and’ fever 
than by direct attack upon the rival 
microbes. 

In agriculture the recognised way 
of ‘erndicating an insect’ pest is to 
cultivate and encourage its foes. 
In many gardens, for instance, the 
ladybird is preserved in order that 
it may kill the’ green-fly on the 
rose bush, But medicine as yet 
affords’ no important illustration of 
such-a- method and in the: human 
body malaria probably does no 
more than ‘(so to speak) irritate 
the rose-bush into producing its 
own soap and water, thus making 
conditions uncomfortable or even 
impossible for the green-fly. 

_ Another agricultural device is to 
encourage not a rival, but a 
parasite. A common way. of 


‘destroying rata, for instance, is to 


spread the germs of food-poisoning 
among them, and the time may come 
when we shall use this method in 
medicine, confronting our bacterial 
enemics with their, own diseases.. It 
is generally agreed ‘that bacteria 
have troubles .of their own, and it 
may prove possible to exploit them. 
But here again advance is difficult, 
and so far attempts to enlist, these 
‘agents in our service have done 
little to justify their early. promise. 
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DIET AND FADDISM. 
A NEW KIND OF NURSING 
HOME, ° 


FASTING UNDER SUPERVISION. 


A nursing home of quite a new 
kind for the treatment of dis- 
eases, particularly along the lines 
of ‘dietetics and fasting, was 
opened by Sir Bruce’ Bruce- 
Porter at Preston Deanery Hall, 
near Northampton. It is the first 
home of its kind specialising in 
dietetic treatment, which is con- 
ducted under the care of a fully 
qualified medical and nursing 
staff, Thus it is ‘medically 
orthodox, but will provide the ‘ad- 
vantages of existing institutions 
which are heterodox in the sense 
that they have not the approval 
of the medical. profession. 

“There is a great nedd to-day 
for institutions to which doctors 
can send patients to obtain ration- 
al treatment, especially as far as 
their diet. is concerned,” said Sir 
Bruce, when he declared the‘ pre- 
mises open. “We do not want 
homes where disease: is exercised 
or ‘an attempt made to exercise 
it merely by prayer and fasting. 
Let: us have the prayer. by all 
means and the fasting if neces- 
sary—always provided that it is 
carried out under proper super- 
vision so that the degree of fast- 
ing and dieting can be adjusted 
to the needs of particular cages. 

“People must not be allowed to 
fast unless a trained doctor is 
there to see that they do it.pro- 
perly. Many doctors recommend- 
ed courses of .treatment on the 
lines of non-meat diet.and a 
variety of electrical and water 


cures. It is very desirable that) - 


homes should be provided where 
these methods of treatment: can 
all be pursued under one roof 
and at an inclusive cost which is 
not any greater than that of a 
room in a nursing home.’ | 
‘Preventive Treatment.. | 
“Medical treatment of a pre- 
ventive character, upon which all 
doctors should concentrate to-day, 
should be cheap, but medical 
treatment of a curative character 
|is very expensive, and cannot be 
otherwise. - Our bodies are like 
motor engines, You can run your 
motor engine with little expense, 
but if it breaks"down the cost of 
overhaul is likely to be consider- 
able. So it is with the human 
machine. 
“There. is a great need’ for 
homes where people can go to be 
overhauled and, above all, ration- 
ally fed. No matter how much 
doctors can do, the factor of the 
body itself must be faced, for the 
cure depends on the body and the 
body depends on the kind of food 
which is given to it, Food must 
be -provided free of faddism. 
When we talk about rational diet- 
ing we always lay ourselves open 
to the acusation of being fad- 
dists. We must put up with that. 
It is better to be a faddist ‘and’ 
healthy than a non-faddist and ill, 

“Phe greatest mistake in the 
world when you call in a doctor 
to trent you is to have one who 
hay devoted his whole time and 
thought to one particular bit of 
the body, and so is liable to ‘he 
biased. Your health should be 
looked after by a man who views 
the body as a whole and treata it 
as-a whole.” 

Dr. A. J. Cameron, chief of the 
medical staff, told a Press repre- 
sentative that the new home is 
not in any way connected with 
the New Health Society, though 
it has its approval and is. being 
warmly encouraged by Sir 
Arbuthnot Lane and a number of

GENERAL CHAMBER'S VIEWS. 


Principal Market Disorganised By 
Civil Strife. « 

The following letter has been 

addressed by the General Cham- 

ber of Commerce to the Chinese 


. Chamber :— 


Hong done General Chamber 
of Commerce,. 
29th November, .1927. 
The Seeretary, 
Chinese Chamber of Commerce, 
Hong Kong. 
Dear Sir, 
__ Trade Situation, 

With reference to previous cor- 
respondence on the above subject, 
I beg to inform you that the con- 
ference of representatives of the 
two Chambers duly took place ‘at 
this office on November 24, when 
Iwas requested by the meeting to 
notify” your Chamber of what 
transpired. 

All the delegates appointed by 
the two Chambers were present. 
The Hon. Mr, D, G. M. Bernard 
presided. 

It was explained by the dele- 
gates of the Chinese. Chamber 
that it was desired,-through the 
General Chamber of Commerce, 
to approach the banking institu- 
tions of the Colony asking if they 
could see their way to granting 
somewhat easier facilities to mer- 


_| chants on the lines set forth in 


your letter of October 28. 

In reply to this it was pointed 
out on behalf of this Chamber 
that by publishing ita letter the 
Chinese Chamber had already] 8 
fully acquainted bankers with 
their views and that it might be 
taken for granted ‘that, ns far‘as 
possible, bankers would respond 
to the appeal, although, in the 
nature of things, the extent of 
trading facilities granted must 
depend on the circumstances of 
aa particular case. This Cham. 

ber had every reason ‘to believe 
(so far as the British and foreign 
banks are concerned, with which 
it is-in closer touch than with 
Chinese banks) that, instead of 
placing any hindrance in the way 
of trade, the bankers. are: at 
special pains to do all they can to 
promote trade in these difficult 
times when unsettled . conditions 
in China: inevitably restrict the 
free exchange of commodities and 
reduce the purchasing power of 
the people. . In short, the Com- 
mittee of this Chamber was dif- 
fident of approaching the banks 
on the lines suggested, being con- 
vinced that the banks need no ad- 
vice in the sense of. doing all they 
can to encourage trade, and being 
conscious also that it was outside 
the province of the Chamber to 
suggest to bankers the lines on 
which they should deal with their 
constituents—a matter in which 
they must act in accordance with |} 
their own judgment, having in 
view the interests of their share- 
holders and depositors. 

By way of rejoinder it was:sub- 
mitted that Chinese merchants 
who, in recent times of stress 
have approached British bankers 
for the first time, have not re- 
ceived treatment as generous 28 
could be wished. .As to this, the 
Chairman of this Chamber ‘under- 
took to take up personally and 


confidentially any cases of hard-- 


ship of ‘this kind of which parti- 
culars were supplied, andthe re- 
presentatiyes of the Chinese 
Chamber undertook, if they could 
obtain the consent of the parties, | # 
to furnish. particulars in con- 
ence,, 
It was , felt by this Chamber 
that a general statement. that | ¥ 
business was handicapped by the 
attitude of the banks was not 
enough, and that actual instances 
must be given: of loss of trade due 
to unreasonable refusal to grant 
financial facilities ‘before the 
General Chamber of Commerce 
could profitably take up ‘the. mat- 
ter. It was agreed. to Postpone 
to another occasion. the: question 


raised. in the last paragraph of. 


your letter referring to the effect 
of, the high: “cost - - of labour on 
trade. . 
‘The .. representatives of this 
Chamber assured the representa-

The 
whole proceeding . suggests: that 
somehow two great nations have 
suddenly fallen out of step in the 
slow process of European construc- 
tion.” 

The “Timea” characterises the 
position reached as the result of a 
series of trivinl incidents so as to 
be simply absurd but that the risks 
are so large as to suggest an im- 
medinte remedy. The attitude of 
‘the Yugo-Slavia Foreign Minister 
in keeping aloof from the extremist 
element is: approved by the’ “Times” 
and M. Briand is dscribed as put- 
ting the whole, question in a new 
perspective through his invitation 
to Mussolini to come to a frank un- 
derstanding on Franco-Italian dif- 
ferences and his suggestion of ‘a 
meeting to clear up misunderstand- 
‘Ings. 

The Hewapaper adda that this 
statesmanlike, proposal is calculated 
to appeal to the most generous in- 
stincts of Mussolini, who absorbed, 
as he has been of late, in the im- 
mense task of .internal reconstruc- 
tion, may welcome this opportunity 
of’ making a fresh contribution to 
the. general well-being ‘of Europe. 
It ‘cannot be forgotten that he is 
a signatory of the Locarno Treaty. 
The present apparent | antagonism 
may be turned to great profit if it 
is used. as a heaven-sent occasion 
for carrying ‘through such. a 
thorough and far-reaching _ agree- 
ment between France ant Italy as 
shall reduce all recent unpleasant
